extent  and  1.  (1)  This  Act  may  be  called  the  1[Tamil  Nadu]  Jute 
commencement  Goods  Control  Act,  1949. 

(2)  It  extends  to  the  whole  of  the  4[State  of  Tamil 
Nadu]. 

(3)  It  shall  come  into  force  at  once. 

Definitions.  2.  In  this  Act,  unless  there  is  anything  repugnant  in 
the  subject  or  context — 

(a)  “ Controller  ” means  the  Jute  Controller  appoin- 
ted by  the  5[StateJ  Government  uncer  section  3 ; 

(b)  “jute  goods  ” includes  all  jute  manufactures.

(2)  No  suitor  other  legal  proceeding  shall  lie  against 
the  1[State]  Government,  the  Controller  or  any  other 
person,  in  respect  of  any  damage  caused  or 
likely  to  be  caused  by  anything  which  is  in  good 
faith  don 3 or  intended  to  be  done  in  pursuance 
of  any  order  issued  under  section  4.
